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THE BRIDGE REFERENDUM 


After four years of wrestling with the 


problem of whether Appleton should 
build bridges across the Fox river and 
-where these bridges should he located it! 
they are to be built, the question finally 
is to be submitted to the people nt the pri- 
mary election on IMarcli ~0- 
The com- 


mon council after the rout of last week in 
which the work of many months was nul- 
lified, agreed to sulfmit the entire prob- 
lem to 9n informal referendum. 
There 


obligation on the council to 
s no legal 
carry out the wishes expressed by the vot- 
ers on March ^0 but there is a moral 
obligation to do what the people indicate 
to be their preference. 


It is time the city takes definite action 


in the matter of building bridges. 
For 


four years the bridjrc problem has been a 
political football, kicked from faction to 
faction until it is worn to shreds. 
The 


people of Appleton have argued about 
bridges, read about bridges and raised 
money for them but no new bridges have 
been built. 


Bridges at three locations have been 


considered. 
A certain group has for 


many years demanded a bridge at Lawe 
street to repine the ancient structure 
that had been destroyed. Another group 
lias been fighting for a bridge or viaduct 
at Lake street and still another grottp 
has demanded that the structure cross the 
river from the south end of Cherry street. 


- - Three or four years ago $40.000 was 


raised in the tax levy to build "a bridge at 
Lawe street, plans were prepared, the 
council authorized the bridge but it was 
never built because of a veto by former 
flavor Hawes. 
After almost a. year of 


comparative quietude, the bridge storm 
va's revived when it was suggested that 
county and state aid njight be obtained 
if the AViseonsin Highway* commission 
would order the bridge built on the 
ground that it is a necessity and a con- 
venience. 
One group urged state and 


county aid for the Lake street viaduct and 
another group sought help for the Cherry 
street project. Public hearings were held 
before the highway commission and there 
*vas a great deal of discussion. 
The 


Post-Crescent conducted an informal ref- 
erendum which indicated a preference for 
the Cherry street location. 
The high- 


way commission, however, after a long de- 
lay declined to give aid to a bridge at 
cither location, .because, ft said, its funds 
•were not sufficient, 
but suggested that 


Lake street would be the most feasible 
place to build a bridge if one were erected. 


A short time later the program of 


"building bridges at Lawe street and at 
Cherry street was evolved. 
The coun- 


cil began making provisions for paying 
for these bridges by transferring $100.- 
CiOO received from income taxes to a 
"bridge fund"1 and later increased this 
1o $175.000 by raising $75.000 in the 
1022 lax levy for bridge building pur- 
poses. 
Plans were prepared by archi- 


loets and bids were submitted by contrac- 
tors'. 
The program all along had the, 


backing of eight aldermen and four' 
aldermen were consistently opposed. 


The bids finally were opened and in- 


- dicated that the contract price of the two 


bridges would be approximately $265.- 
000. 
To make the bridges useful, how- 


ever. it was necessary t-o add the cost of 
the approaches and of acquiring and 
paving a street from the south end of 
Cherry street bridge to Foster .street. 
The cost of the bridges contpleted was 
variously estimated at from $310.000 to 


$850,000. 


The first intimation that this program. 


which had seemed to have every prospect 
of success, would not go' through came 
about a week before the final debacle 
when it was learned that several alder- 
,ir>pn Kjid changed their minds and would 
vote to reject the bids for the Cherry 
•trcct bridge 011 the ground that they; 


were too high and that the council did 
not have siilhYient money available for 
bridge purposes to make it legally possible 
to enter into contracts. 
The program 


was nullified last week when bids for con-' 
si ruction of both Bridges were rejected. 


While the preliminary steps toward 


construction of the bridges were being 
taken The Post-Crescent was ,a silent 
observer. 
It was the intention of this 


newspaper not to become involved hi the 
bridge controversy so long as there ap- 
peared io be no way out of the city's traf- 
fic problem except to build bridges. Thin, 
newspaper has long realized that traffic- 
congestion existed on the Lake street 
bridge, and that some relief was necessary- 
It also believed that a bridge was neces- 
sary at Lawe street to provide adequate 
fire protection to the large industries on 
the Avaterpowcr and as a convenience to 
persons having employment in the mills 
in that seetioV 
The Post-Crescent was 


and is now interested in finding a means 
of eliminating traffic congestion on Lake 
street at the least possible cost to the 
taxpayer and to provide the most efficient 
direction of the traffic and to serve the 
public interests of Appleton as a whole. 


The letter from 3Ir. A. R. Hirst, en- 


gineer of the Wisconsin highway commis- 
sion, in which he stated that the commis- 
sion proposed to improve the Brickyard 
road on the south side of the Fox river 
between Neenali and Appleton. thereby 
making it possible to divert the bulk of 
the traffic between these two cities away 
i'rom Lake street, caused the Post-Cres- 
cent to suggest that this plan might be a 
means of solving Appleton's problem 
without tl^e expenditure of a large sum of 
money. 
In its first expression - in the 


bridge matter, the Post-Crescent suggest- 
ed that the council carefully study this 
possibility. Later Mr Hirst indicated to 
the Post-Crescent that improvement of 
the Brickyard road was not contemplated 
in the immediate future, thereby remov- 
ing that possibility for an immediate so 
lution of the city's traffic problems. 


The Post-Crescent believes Appleton 


must make provision for taking care of 
its traffic over the river and it needs a 
bridge to provide the necessary fire pro- 
tection to the industries on the waterpow- 
er. Thus far it has indicated a desire for 
a bridge at Lawe street but it has been 
^hopeful that some other means than build- 
ing a bridge could be found for taking 
care of its traffic- to and from the south. 


There seems, however, to be no other 


way than by building a bridge across the 
Fox river. 
That bridge should be built 


with this primary consideration: the serv- 
ing of the largest number of people at 
the least expense. -Two sites have been 
proposed for the. bridge—one at Lake 
street and the ojhor at Cherry street. The 
arguments for and against cither of. these 
locations have been presented many times 
and need not be'repcatcd here. The Post- 
Crescent, while it was seeking a more 
economical way of solving the problem, 
iravc careful consideration to the proposed 
sites. It has not permitted itself to be 
swayed by factions or by the apparent 
drift of public opinion. 
Its conclusion is 


based on independent reasoning and the 
conclusion is this: 
That the solution of." 


'Appleton's traffic problem lies in con- 
stVuetion of two bridges across the Fox 
River, and that the most desirable loca- 
tions for these bridges, all things consid- 
ered, are at Cherry street and at Lawe 
street. 


Various criticisms of the Post-Crescent 


have been made for Us asserted failure 
to take a definite attitude on the bridge 
question'. Its policy has been this, not to 
be governed by pre-conceived ideas on the 
subject or by prejudices, but, to keep an 
open mind. 
A great deal is involved, not 


only engineering and expert opinion, but 
the financial resources of the Nty. and 
divergent public interests, and it was 
highly desirable that the decision should 
be well considered and not readied in 
haste or emotion. 
We think a sufficient 


time has elapsed, and such consideration 
has been given as 1o show that, practical

THE Dl ST HAZARD 


Dirt is any foul or foreign material adhering to 


anything to such an extent that the neighbors may 
notice it 
Dust is any dry substance so finely com- 


minuted or ground that it may be readily blown 
about in the air.* 
. 
, 
Neither dust nor dirt is necessarily prejudicial 


to'hcalth. even thought it be a nuisance in the com- 
mon sense, that is. annoying, offensive to smell or 
•eight or damaging to property. 
Street dust, which 


contains,particles of sputum and other excrement, 
is deemed a nuisance in the public health sense, that 
is detrimental to health. The dusts in various in- 
dustries are hazardous in four ways. First, as for- 
eign matter in thA air, setting up chronic disease 
of the air passages, bronchial tubes and some times 
the lungs: second. :is minute cutting*particles (stone 
du«t and metal dust) opening little wounds in the 
delicate lining of bronchial tulSes or lungs and there, 
bv favorinc invasion by tubercle bacilli to produce 
tuberculosis: third, as particles of poisonous,sub- 
stances, such as lead arsenic or mercury in various 
trades- fourth, when the particles are of a com- 
bustible nature the dust may be an explosive mix- 


Dust is really a normal and indispensable con- 


stituent of tho air. 
Without dust there would 


be no rain clouds or mist, our clothing would be 
always damp, our 


, 


walls would drip moisture and 


our inmate would be excreable. The dust always 
present in the air limits humidity by causing pre- 
cipitation of the moisture as rain, helps control tem- 
perature by the formation of mists, clouds and 


"Household dust and the dust in offices, stores 
theaters, churches, railway cars and city streets 
may contain the germs of tuberculosis, pneumo- 
nia" and influenza, which germs find their way to 
floor or ground in cxcretions~from nose and throat. 
But such germs do not long retain their virulence 
(capacity to produce disease) when exposed to ever, 
diffuse "daylight: direct sunlight destroys them m 
a Cow minutes. Many studies and experimental in- 
vestigations have been made which strongly sug- 
gest that dust as a disease conveyor is of very little 
importance. So far as pneumonia, tuberculosis, in- 
fluenza, meningitis and other respiratory infections 
are conr-erncd. there is no evidence that these are 
carried by dust: the usual mode of infection is dir- 
rec t droplet infection or spray given off when the 
germ-producer coughs or sneezes or talks. 


The old favorite newspaper gossip, wherein some 


buhy but not well informed physician ascribe the 
"grippe" epidemic to dusty streets, or to slush, as 
the condition may be is pure romance. Such epi- 
demics are started and. maintained by the fellow 
who docs his coughing and sneezing publicly as long 
as he can keep about and read the sanitary "bunk" 
given out by the doctor Who thrives on epidemics. 
Even in the" hospital ward or sickroom, careful bac- 
teriological examination of sweepings or dust, as 
well as inoculation of susceptible animals, invariable, 
shows no tubercle bacilli, provided the tuberculosis 
patient is intelligent and conscientious or. if help- 
less, properly nursed or cared for ah regards disposal 
of sputum. In instances where infection with tuber, 
culosif, may be attributed to dust, it is more reason- 
able to believe that direct droplet or spray infec- 
tion is responsible.
